defire , That it ſhould be the woꝛke ol Our times, to oꝛdaine and pꝛouide, that all Bꝛoad 
Cloathes may bee Died and Dꝛeſled within Our Kingdome befoze they bee Expoꝛted; 
whereby al well the ſecondgaine of Manufacture, as the firſt , with all the incidents there- 
ot, may come wholly to the benefit ol Qurloning Subtects,in whoſe riches and good eſtate 
wee ſhall alwayes thinke Ourſelues rich and happy. Neither is the increaſe of pꝛolite 
bpon this great Staple commoditie onely in Our Paincely eye and cogitation ; But Wee 
fo:eſee likewiſe, that when Our Cloathes ſhalbe Tranſpozted and diſperſed by Dur Sub- 
ietts immediatly into all the Markets ofthe woꝛld, where they are wozneand vſed, it muſt 
encreaſe exceedingly Our Nauigation and Naute, ſo that not onely wealth, but Honour, 
ſtrength and induſtrie will euidently follow vpon that which we pzopoundto Our lelues; 
That as the Kings Our pꝛogenitoꝛs, haue had the wiſedome and Judgement to lee and 
diſcerne the good that might tome thereof; So neuertheleſſe, either thꝛough diffitultie 02 
milinkoꝛmation, they haue not perfected, noꝛthꝛoughly purſued the wozke intended as may 
appeare by the good and politique Lawes that haue bene Enatted tonterning the ſame on 
the one part, and the ancient and Pnueterate Toleration and Diſpenſation with the laide os 
Lawes, which haue bene from time to time put in vꝛe on the other part: wee therekoze 2 
Aug deſrous to aduante and perfect ſo excellent a woꝛke, haue relolued to leaue no mtanes 
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dan either dy atuile of Parliament oz0therwile of Our ſelues, whichmaycon- 
duce thereunto, by thoſe ſafe degrees which in ſo great a wozke are requiſite; wherein 

thong we linde no ſmall difficulties , as it vſeth to tome to paſſe in the beſt wozkes, ſpect- 
ally in their beginnings , yet We doubt not but to ouertome the ſame without hazard oꝛ in⸗ 
conuenience vnto the pꝛelent foz hope oz deſire ofthe fature. 

And betaule opinion is ſometime moꝛe harmefull then trueth,and that it may bee doub- 
ted by ſome, that there may enſae ſome ſtand of Cloathes, whereby ſo many families ot 
Ourlouing Subtectsare maintained, oꝛ atleaſt,ſome fall ofPzices,to the pzetudice,bothof 
the Cloathier,and owner of woolles in the meane time, betweene the dinertingofthe old 
courſe,and ſetling ofthenew: wee doetherefoze publiſh vnto all Our louing Subtects, by 
theſe pꝛeſents, that they ſhall not need to feare anyſuch conſequence, either in ſuch ſtand of 

dath, oꝛ abatement of Pzices , as may be to their pzetudice. And therefkoze, they may 

* in the courſes of their fozmer Trading, leauing it to Our care and pꝛouidente to in⸗ 
tvute this great and happy alteration to the better, without any interruption of Trade, 
oꝛ pulling downe of Pꝛite in the meane time. Further moꝛe although we are ſetled in Our 
reſolution to effect this woꝛke, vet would Mee not haue it conſtrued that Wee haue any o⸗ 
ther opinion of the Company of Merchants Aduenturers, which haue long managed 
the Trade ol Cloathes vndꝛeſſed, then as of thole that haue wel delerued of Our ſtate nei⸗ 
ther of any Our neighbours, who haue had cozreſpondencie with them, and bought the 
Cloath from them to ſerue the Markets abꝛoad, then as of men, that were affected vnto the 
good of their owne people, as it is naturall foz men to be. Neither are wee ignozant that 
the ſtate of Cloathing is at this time as flouriſhing and valuable as hath beene knowen 
but onely Wee are willing to aduance the Dowꝛie and Stocke of Our Kingdome: And 
where wee lee apparent meanes ot doing Our people further good, not to tie Our ſelues 
to the ſimple and politiue degree of their welfare, but to pꝛoteed from good to better, and to 
make poſteritie beholding to Our times, toꝛ going thꝛough with that, whereof Our Aun⸗ 
teſtours haue onely ſowen the ſeedes, and not hitherto reaped the fruits.
